2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
does not teach a first actuator assembly configured to actuate a first roller of a first pair 
of discs and configured to be connected to the transmission housing by introducing the 
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first actuator assembly to the housing in a direction parallel to the transmission axis, and 
a second actuator assembly configured to actuate a second roller of a second pair of 
discs and configured to be connected to the transmission housing by introducing the 
second actuator assembly to the housing in a direction not parallel to the transmission 
axis. Since the prior art fails to show the above noted features, claims 1 -1 0 are 
allowable.
